WEMPHIS. Tenn. March 15—(#)—Every now and 
then a figure slips quietly into a jiving Beale Street 
night spot or a smoke-choked billiard emporium, taps 
a shoulder, and whispers: 

“The old man has had a vision. 
gold tonight.” 

Other selected contacts are made here and there. 
Then a small knot of men—seldom are women included 
—-steals into the darkness to launch another “treasure 
hunt.” ‘ 

That's the way they start—these weird flirtations 
with voodoo, these rendezvous with the occult that hold 
such fascination for certain habitues of Memphis’ famed 
Negro thoroughfare. 

The quests for buried treasure have been going'on— 
guardedly—for years, say authorities of mid-South Ne- 
gro lore. There may have been vague reports of treas- 
ure found, none of treasure seen. 

“It’s almost like a religion with these followers who 
have become known as the gold hunters’ ‘cult,” says 
George W. Lee, Negro insurance executive, civic leader 
and author, who once slipped into one of the ceremonial 
dirt<ligging parties himself. 

“They take it very seriously. It’s hard to get into 
one of these cults—and I understand there are four or 
five here. It's even harder to get the gold hunters to 
talk about their ventures.” 

One former treasure seeker, who quit when “evil 
spirits started getting too -frisky,”’ let down the bars 
under guaranteed anonymity, however, to tell of for- 
ays into the night with prayer-saying voodoo doctors, 
Jacob’s divining rods and foul-smelling devil oil that 
“came close” to—but not quite—to producing chests of 
gold.

“Just when we got close, evil spirits come and run 
us away,” he related. 


He gave these details: 


Each cult has its own leader—one possessed of 
“supernatural power” who is referred to as “the old 
man.’ - 

It’s to this high priest that come visions of buried 
gold. An ancestor slave, long dead, appears to point 
out a loaded chest which “a certain Colonel” hid away 
during the Civil War. 

Every Southern Colonel, it seems, buried a treasure 
then—the trick is finding it. 

Then if the moon is right—a haze over a full moon 
is best—and the spirits willing, the word goes out and 
the hunt is on. 

The faithful, half a dozen or so, gather at a desig- 
hated spot and proceed solemnly according to directions 
of “the old man’’—generally to some Arkansas River 
bottom or remote hill section in West Tennessee. 

“Keep them mouths closed,” the wizened leader 
warns. “You might make the spirits mad.” 

With the party goes a peculiar: two-pronged instru- 
ment with a chemical-loaded point. This is the Jacob’s 
rod. It finds gold in the ground. 

Also along go an auger, a long poker, several 
“sharpshooter” shovels and frequently such charms as 
a serpent’s tail, dead frogs or a live black hen. 

When they reach’ the layout described in “the 
vision,” the old man leads the way and th> others fol- 
low silently single file. 

“Now take off your shoes and sit on the ground in 
a circle,” the‘leader instructs. There is strict, quiet 
obedience. 

The old. man then begins probing with the Jacob’s 
rod, walking slowly and mumbling. prayers.

“Got contact.” he says as the thin point of the 
Jacob’s rod suddenly points sharply to the ground. 

The gold diggers are called into a circle for pre 
digging ceremonies. 

The old man gets in the center—squat. position— 
and, rocking on his haunches, begins to say a strange 
prayer. 

Lee, an authority on Negro lore who doesn’t take 
the hunts seriously, says the mwumble-jumble is a 
prayer to friendly spirits. 

Then devil oil—a nose-offending stuff that “smells 
like sulphur’—is passed around the circle. All rub 
it on their hands and faces as protection against evil 
spirits. 

Next the old man pokes into the earth with the 
auger and the poker until he strikes something. “This 
is it,” he says, and all grab shovels and start removing 
dirt. 

“I’ve been on many hunts,” our anonymous in- 
former said, “and sometimes we've dug holes as big as 
a house but just before we get to the treasure, spirits 
come up and run us off. 

“One time a cloudlike thing big as a camel floated 
toward us in the air and we all made tracks in a hurry. 
Another time there was a swish like sand thrown 
through trees. We made tracks again.” 

Lee tells of eerie ceremonies, including the burning 
of oil in the middle of the circle and sacrifices of fowl. 

The only official notice of the gold hunters came 
when two old prospectors sued a fellow named Dr. Scis- 
sors because they said he scared away the spirits and 
kept them from finding gold. 

Several years ago a North Memphis undertaker, a 
known gold seeker, suddenly became very prosperous. 
There were rumors he struck gold. But nobody ever 
found out.

To Back ‘Stop-Reds Plans 


LAKE SUCCESS, N: Y., March 15—(UP)—American officials dis- 
closed Saturday night that the United States has mapped a more) 


aggressive, initiative-grabbing policy of the United Nations as part of 
the new anti-Communist foreign policy outlined by President Truman. 


They said American activities | 
in the infant world organization 
will prove that the President's re- 
quest for unilateral American ac- 


not mean the United. States is 
pushing the UNO to the sideline. 

The stiffening of American UNO 
policy, the official sources: said, 
will be aimed at implementing the 
policy enunciated last Thursday 
by President Truman and, in pass- 
ing, it may help wipe out the 
gloom caused here by the Chief 
Executive’s decision to by-pass 
UNO. 

The question of just where Pres- 
ident Truman’s new policy leaves 
the 15-month-old UNO naturally 
has brought many answers from 
an organization comprised of 55 
nations. One group believes the 
UNO has been relegated to the 
background, weakened and em- 
barrassed, but there is another fac- 


less grim. 

Many of these agree with Pres- 
ident Truman’s contention that the 
UNO is not yet capable of han- 
dling a case like the Greco-Turkish 
crisis. They appear discouraged, 
however, at the sudden realization 
the biggest single issue in world 
peace — American-Russian rela- 
tions—is going to be dealt with in 
‘Part outside the world’s peace- 
making machinery. 
| The President’s action, some of 
these officials said, proves all too 
painfully that the UNO is set up 
as a peace-keeping agency — an 
organization to protect peace after 
the big powers have found peace. 

Among the Americans however, 
there is a tendency toward op- 
timism. 

The Greco-Turkish case, Ameri- 
cans pointed out, is only part of a 
world-wide anti Communist policy 
and the UNO now will be built 
into the main arena for further 
United States’ efforts to block 
| Communist expansion and grab 
_undisputed world leadership. 
| The Americans indicated that 
| American Delegate Warren Aus- 
| tin and his aides will begin put- 
ting starch in U. S. policy as early 
as next week, when the UNO 
Atomic Energy Commission opens 
a new phase of its search for 
world atomic energy control and 
the Albanian-British dispute 
comes to a head in the UNO Se- 
curity Council. 

The new attitude may become

A confidential report on the 229 members of 
the House of Representatives and Senate reveals 
that Georgia has got what most conservative 

persons regard as a political dream come true

One hundred and five members are heads Of businesses. Sixty- 
nine are professional men. There are only 39 farmers in the 
Legislature, yet we tend to think of the Legislature as being made 
up largely of farmers.

They are also revealed as a good cross-section of Georgia in- 
come and net worth for men in their position. 

Forty-six have incomes of between $1,000 and $3,000 annually. 
Sixty-eight earn from $3,000 to $5,000 annually, and 49 have 
incomes from $5,000 to @0,000. An even 13 show a rating of 
income from $10,000 to $15,000 annually and 14 earn above $15,000. 
There was no estimate possible on 39 members. 

Forty-four members have an estimated net worth of $25,000 
and above, with several rated as worth $1,000,000. For the others 
the net worth averages follow closely the annual income averages. 

The confidential report further showed 217 to be rated by their 
friends and neighbors as having good character, two were rated 
as fair and only 10 received an unfavorable report. 


Memberships among the civic clubs, has the largest 

membership with 39, although the Lions follow 
closely with 38. Sixteen are Rotarians and 41 others are mem- 
bers of miscellaneous civic clubs. Ninety-five are not affiliated. 

The Methodists outscore the Baptists, 84 to 83. Nine are Presby- 
terians, while 27 are members of other churches. Twenty-six re- 
veal no church affil‘ation. 

In other words, it is an excellent cross-section of Georgia and 
a good, substantial group. As I wrote on the day the session 
opened, if you Were to melt down the Legislature and .squeeze 
out one member, and then melt down all Georgians and squeeze 
out ohe, you would have twins.

On Changing 
A Dam Name 


I am impatient with my fellow 
Americans who are impatient with 
the seeming lack of accomplish- 
ment by the Republican Congress 
that ‘took over more than two 
months ago, 

The fact is that the Congress Is 
moving so fast that the people 
cannot see it move at all. Why, 
only the other day the House, aft- 
er the most prodigious pondering, 
passed a bill ‘““To change the name 
of Boulder Dam to Hoover 


SUCH legislation ought to be 
followed by another act creating 
an Order Of The Cuckoo. The 
reasoning seems to be that Boul- 
der Dam ought to be christened 
“Hoover Dam” because Hoover 
‘had so little to do with it. ~The 
bill creating Boulder Dam was 
signed by President Coolidge. On 
January 6, 1930, Sen. Smoot intro- 
duced in the Senate a bill to be- 
stow the name Hoover upon a 
structure that was powerless even 
to retort with the last name in its 
title. Although Mr. Hoover was 
President at the time and Sen, 
Smoot was boss of the Senate, he 
‘could not get this bill even 
through the Committee on Irriga- 
‘tion and Reclamation. 

The bill ,creating the great 
‘Boulder Dam project would nev- 
erfhave become law if it had not 
been for the tremendous fight in 
the Senate by Hiram W. Johnson, 
of California. In the House the 
bill was sponsored by Congress- 
man Phil D. Swing, also of Call- 
fornia. More than once during his 
lifetime, Sen. Johnson told me 
that President Hoover was opposed 
to this project and secretly did al! 
that he could to defeat it.

Immediately 
after the showing, a solemn con- 
clave of Kurdish chiefs was called. 
In their blood they signed a com. 
pact to oppose the Soviets to the 
bitter end.

Sanda could well have offset the 
basic Soviet blunder. They were 
playing for big stakes. 
failed to back their investment. 
They supplied Pishevari and his 
fellow stooges with arms,

There 
will be no American opposition to 
‘a fair commercial oil concession 
for Russia. But if it becomes clear 
that such a concession is to be 
used as another instrument of So- 
viet expansion, then the United

z PRIMITIVE religion the death of the year and 


the return of spring inspired the legend of a 

dying god who comes to life again. It was only 
a* step from this widely distributed myth of 
Adonis, or Attis, or Osiris, to the universal fairy 
tale of The Sleeping Beauty. 

The difference between a primitive religious 
myth and a fairy tale is that in the myth popular 
imagination operates unconsciously, but in the 
fairy tale the artistic impulse is free to improve 
the story without regard to the facts of nature. 

The sleeping and reviving god was always 
masculine; in the fairy tale the sleeper is a beau- 
tiful young girl. The primitive winter sleep is 
for only a few months; in the fairy tale the 
beauty sleeps for a hundred years. In the primi- 


tive myth, nature is wakened by the kiss of the 


sun; in the fairy tale the kiss of the prince. 

To fill out the drama of the fairy tale, nothing 
was needed but a reason for the long sleep.- There 
were good and bad fairies in every neighborhood, 
and wise parents always invited the best fairies 
to be guests at the christening of a child. 

If by accident a fairy was overlooked, the of- 
fended creature might curse the child. But a 
good fairy might in some way lighten the curse. 

The story of The Sleeping Beauty, or The 
Beauty in the Sleeping Wood (La Belle au Bois 


Dormant), was told by Charles Perrault, 1697, in” 


his Contes de ma Mere |’Oie. (Tales of Mother 
Goose.) With another title, Little Briar, Rose, it 
was told also in Grimms’ Fairy Tales, 1812. 
Between these versions there are a number of 
minor differences, and one large contrast. 

Perrault added an unlucky second chapter to 
the adventures of the sleeping beauty; he tells 
what happened after she married the prince. Her 
mother-in-law hated her, and plotted not only 
her death but the death of her two children. 

It is an illustration of the control which popular 
imagination continues to hold over folkicre 
material, that modern readers have a way of ig- 
noring or forgetting Perrault’s unlucky addition. 
We keep only the beautiful part of the story. 

There once were a king and queen who wished 
for a child, but had none. In the French version 
they made many prayers and went on many 
pilgrimages. In the German version the queen 
went in swimming, and a frog crept out of the 
water and assured her that there would be a 
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child in due time. The royal pair had their wish 

To the baptism the loca] fairies were invited, 
in the French version seven, in the German ver- 
sion 12. Each brought the princess a gift. 

When all but one had spoken, the king and 
queen were embarrassed by the entry of the fairy 
they had overlooked. The late arrival announced 
that the princess one day would prick her hand 
with a spindle, and would die.

It happened in the fabulous Astor 
family, whose past and present gen- 
erations have a consistent record for 
broken marriages. Vincent, senior 
head of the clan today; his half 
brother, John Jacob 3d, and John’s 
half brother, William Force Dick, 
have had unhappy first marriages 
ending in divorce. 

But Greatuncle Henry, “the for- 
gotten Astor,” whose name by family 
decree no Astor ever mentions, shines 
through the family history as the one 
true romantic. 

Uncle Henry defied his family and 
gave up $30,000,000 to marry a poor 
girl of his own choice. With her 
throughout a long lifetime he lived 
as the poet prayed-——-happily in love. 

Henry was born in 1832 in a New 
York mansion near 35th Street and 
Fifth Avenue. His grandfather was 
John Jacob Astor, founder of the As- 
tor fortune.

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of what they had done for her, she continued to 
deck herself in the precious stones on every state 
occasion. Other ladies of the court followed her 
lead and the custom rapidly spread. All over 
Europe women soon were tossing aside the tradi- 
tion that so long had made diamonds taboo. 

Two of the most famous diamond-wearing 
Frenchwomen of later generations were Madame 
de Pompadour and Madame Recamier. The for- 
mer introduced diamond ear pendants, the latter 
the fashion of wearing a diamond in the center 
of the forehead. 

Agnes Sorel, unfortunately, did not live to see 
the full extent of her triumph. She died after a 
brief six years’ enjoyment of the love which; 
during the preceding six years, had seemed so 
hopeless. All France mourned, for, unlike many 
a royal favorite, she had exercised a good influ- 
ence on the King. Charles himself never recov- 
ered from his grief at her loss. 

Parisian jewelers, meanwhile, had seen their 
opportunity and grasped it. They worked over- 
time, turning out new and ever more feminine 
settings for the jewels women everywhere were 
demanding. ‘Thanks to their efforts France be- 
came and remained until recently—-when the 
United States gained the distinction the fore- 
most diamond wearing and designing nation of 
the world. 

But the French did not let themselves be 
blinded by the glitter of fashion. Many people 
today have discovered that in time of. shifting 
values, particularly during and after wars, dia- 
monds make better investments than stocks and 
bonds, safer repositories of cash than banks. Their 
hardness is proof against inflation. One of the 
most famous of all diamonds, the so-called Regent, 
taught the French this lesson and, being a thrifty 
people, they never forgot it. 

A mine near the fabled Kingdom of Golconda

produced the Regent in 1701. It was the seventh 
largest diamond ever found and the last great one 
to be dug from the soil of India. A slave, who 
stole it from the mine, was murdered aboard the 
ship on which he was trying to escape. After his 
murderer in turn had been murdered, the stone 
was bought by Thomas Pitt, grandfather of the 
English statesman, William Pitt, who sold it to 
the Duc d’Orleans. Then Regent of France, the 
latter gave it its name and added it to the crown 
jewels. 

Orleans paid $675,000 for it, a tremendous sum 
in those days, when bread cost two cents a loaf, 
and steal:s ten cents a pound. Lut he always 
claimed he’d got a bargain, and his contention 
was borne out in 1795, when France, in the last 
throes of revolution, was desperate for money. 

Amsterdam was the bankins center of the 
world at the time, so to Amsic:dam went the 
French Finance Minister, hat in hand. His hopes 
of borrowing the several hundred thousand dollars 
his country wanted were none too,bright, for he 
thought he had little to offer in the way of col- 
lateral. The bankers took a different view. 

“If you will let us have the great white crown 
jewel you call the Regent,” they teld him, “we 
will lend you $2,000,000.” 

So the Regent was pawned to save the credit of 
a nation, and two years later, when bankruptcy 
once more threatened France it was pawned 
again. Napoleon redeemed it the second time 
in 1802. Always fond of jewels, he regarded this 
one, which twice had saved his country, with mys- 
tical reverence. He had it set in the hilt of his 
sword and wore it there in public for the first 
time when he was crowned Emperor. 

France still owns the Regent, considering it 
one of her chief national treasures. It was not 
offered for sale along with the other crown jewels 
in 1886, and, during the last war, was hidden 
carefully from the prying eyes of Hermann Goer- 
ing and other Nazi collectors. Now it is once 
more on display in the Louvre Museum. 


ECAUSE of its historic background and the 

sponsorship of the first Napoleon, it is one of 
the few great stones of.its kind to have retained 
its. masculine character and withstood feminine ap- 
propriation. Otherwise, Empress Eugenie, wife of 
another Napoleon, might have worn it and kept 
the Queen of Diamonds title, which had descended 
to her from Agnes Sorel. As it was, she lost that 
title to the least likely of challengers. 

Owner of several basketsful of diamonds, in- 
cluding a famed spray of diamond lilac blossoms, 
Eugenie, on visiting England, felt that she would 
easily outshine the usually dowdy Queen Victoria, 
even without the help of the Regent. As it turned 
out, however, she was mistaken.

Suddenly the Counter

HE convertible roadster careencd 
T off the lonely, steeply curved 

road, turned over and over as it 
bounded down the mountain side. 
Underneath the wreckage, a girl lay 
unconscious and bruised. 

A passing truck driver had res- 
cued her, and she had recovered from 
severe shock and the swelling on her 
leg, which had been pinned by the 
car's engine and infected with dirt, 
had subsided. But her troubles were 
not over. 

In the ankle and the right foot, 
gangrene developed. ‘The hospital's 
young doctor examined her and mut- 
tered to the nurse, “Looks like 
gangrene’s creeping up the leg. May- 
be amputation will be necessary. The 
chief will have to decide pretty soon.” 

The “chief,” a veteran surgeon, 
began figuring how to save the part 
of the leg from the knee up. If the 
joint remained, the girl would have 
a relatively easy job learning to walk 
with an artificial limb. 

Was the leg still alive below the 
knee? Did blood still flow there? Will 
the leg hea! properly in the area of 
amputation? 

Luckily, the hospital was equipped 
to answer such questions quickly. 

The surgeon called for a Geiger 
counter, an instrument which is used 
to detect electrically charged sub- 
atomic radiation. 

The nurse injected a solution of 
“radio-active” salt into the patient. 
The doctor held the counter to the 
bottom of the girl's foot. 

There was an occasional click, 
caused by outside stray cosmic rays, 
the mysterious radiation from outer 
space, or gamma rays from the earth. 

Then he started moving the coun- 
ter slowly up the girl's leg, holding 
it tightly against the skin, Then, sud- 
denly, just below the knee cap, the 
counter sent out a rattle of clicks. 
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“Radio-active’” salt, sedium chbor- 
ide, the table salt made radiwm-tke 
by atomic bombardment, had aciteved 
another medical success. 

This variation of ordinary salt is 
being used by physicians and sur- 
geons as an explorer of the intricate 
labyrinth of the blood circulatory 
system. Because the salt is “radio- 
active.” it sends out tiny electric 
bullet “signals” as it flows along the 
blood. 

Each radium-like emission causes 
clicking in the Geiger counter. . By 
holding a counter next to the body, 
it is possible to trace the path of the 
blood which is carrying the radium- 
like substance. 

In addition to 


use in accident 
cases, “radio-active’’ sodium salt has 
indicated thé extent of gangrene in 
diseased limbs and the effect of frost- 
bite on blood circulation. It also has 
been used to study circulation dis- 
orders in patients with high blood 
pressure. 

tecently a woman with an ad- 
vanced case of diabetes entered a 
New York hospital. The disease had 
caused impairment of circulation in 
her right foot. Gangrene—-the wast- 
ing away of living cells because of 
the lack of blood nourishment—-was 
threatening. 

The doctors had to know if there 
was enough blood circulating to keep 
the foot alive while they tried insulin 
and other treatment to avoid amputa- 
tion. But, if gangrene had started, it 
would be best to amputate before the

whole leg became affected. 

A solution of the “radio-active’ 
salt was injected into a vein. A 
Geiger counter, placed at the sole of 
the foot, soon revealed that the circu- 
lation was sulficient to keep the cells 
of the feot alive for a while. 

The woman eventually was able to 
leave the hospital with her leg intact. 
Without the aid of “radio-active” salt, 
the foot probably would have been 
amputated. 

One of the great advantages of 
this method of siudying the circula- 
tory system is that it does away with 
guesswork. The _ -rat-tat-tat of the 
Geiger counter is unquestionable evi- 
dence of the flow of blood in a cer- 
tain part of the body. 

During the war, a 
Merehant Marine was 
to duty after a long hospitalization 
although he complained of pain in 
his left foot. He had been exposed 
for 17 days on a liferaft in mid-winter 
and his feet had been frozen: But 
ordinary medical examination re- 
vealed nothing wrong with the foot. 

“Radio-active” sodium was admin- 
istered, and a Geiger counter held to 
the sole of his foot revealed impair- 
ment of the blood circulation in that 
area, 

Fliers were exposed often to the 
extreme sub-zero conditions of the 
stratosphere and “radio-active” _ so- 
dium salt was used to tell when they 
were recovered from frostbite. 

The use of such salt in surgery 
has been especially developed by 
Prof. Beverly C. Smith, of the depart- 
ment of surgery, with the collabora- 
tion of Dr. Edith H. Quimby, physicist 
and radiologist, at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia 
University, and the Presbyterian 
Hospital, New. York. It was originally 
used in medical diagnosis by the 
scientists of the University of Cali- 
fornia, where the cyclotron, the atom 
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smashing machine, was invented by 
Prof, Ernest ‘OO. Lawrence, Nobel 
Laureate. 

In New York, Prof 
ning, famed Columbia University 
atomic physicist, prepared the _ salt 
which Dr. Smith employed in his 
surgical and medical work. 

The method is to bombard ordl- 
nary sodium—in the form of a chemi- 
cal substance, sodium metaborate 
with deuterons (theavy hydrogen 
atomic cores) whirled at . terrific 
speeds in a cyclotron, About one in 
each 10,000,000 of the sodium atoms 
is hit as a target. The deuteron pene- 
trates the struck atom and changes 
the ordinary sodium atom into one 
which is “radio-active,” that is, “like 
radium.” 

The 
(atomic 
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“radio-active” 
twin) o.- sodium 
chemically united with a 
atom to form a molecule of 
like common salt. 

The chemical properties of the 
new kind of salt are the same as 
those of common table salt and, with- 
in the living body, it acts, practically, 
the same way. The only difference is 
that the radium-like sodium gives 
out the fast traveling electrons regis- 
tered by the “Geiger counter.” The 
sodium compound is like other “trac- 
ers’’ used in atomic medicine, about 
which The American Weekly has 
published several articles. 

Dr, Smith found that on the aver- 
age it takes about 45 seconds for 
blood, containing the _  radium-like 
salt, to travel from the arm to the 
foot. 

The rate of circulation is one of 
the facts physicians like to know in 
certain diseases, apart from the sur- 
gical conditions involving the possi- 
bility of amputation. Abnormal 
changes in this rate might give valu- 
able clues to the early diagnosis and 
progress of treatment in ailments of 
the: heart, kidneys and nervous and 
circulatory systems. The _ possible 
applications of the method are so 
numerous that most of them remain 
to be developed. 
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AMERICANS 
30,000 Years Ago

ROM Alaska to the Valley of Mex. 
ico experts are hunting, for a 

skeleton —even a single bone, a 
skull or a tooth-—that can be posi 
tively identified as belonging to one 
of the oldest Americans, now known 
to have lived on this continent 20,000 
or 30,000 years ago. 

Lack of a corpus delicti that can 
be proved without doubt to represent 
these early residents is a mystery 
challenging to scientists and requires 
expert detective work. 

In his new book “The Lost Ameri- 
cans,” published. by the Thomas |! 
Crowell Company, Dr. Frank C. Hib 
ben indicates that no matter how 
these humans of 30 millennia ago 
treated their dead, whether’ they 
buried them, cremated them or dlis- 
posed of the bodies in rivers or lakes, 
some accidental trace of these men 
and women should have been found. 

There was a time, back in 1931 in 
Minnesota, when bones discovered by 
roadmakers near the town of Pelican 
Rapids were believed to be those of 
a young. girl who had fallen, or 
jumped, into a glacier Jake 20,000 
years earlier. 

The decision was, made because of 
the age of the clays in which the 
bones were found, but later most 
scientists suspected their deductions 
and decided that the gir] really was 
a Sioux Indian of not so long ago. 
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So archeologists and anthropolo- 
gists still are hunting in buried caves 
and under long-dried-out lakes for an 
early American corpus delicti. 

It even is possible, Dr. Roy Chap 


man Andrews suggests, that some 
day one of these earliest Americans 
may be discovered intact, preserved 
in the cold storage of the eternally 


frozen north, just as prehistoric mam 
moths have been found. 

liow far south these ancestors of 
the American Indians wandered in 
the period just after the Ice Ag: 
is not determined, but a recent dis- 
covery by Dr. Helmut De Terra at 
Tequisquiac in the Valley of Mexico 
indicates that early man hunted mam- 
moth, bison and antelope here at least 
15,000 years ago. 

Heading an expedition for the 
Viking Fund and Carnegie Institu- 
tion, Dr. De Terra found crude pointed 
bone weapons, some stone scrapers, 
drills and choppers in close associa- 
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tion with bones of Ice Age mammals. 

Once again the all-important cor- 
pus delictl was missing. 

It may have been the finds at 
Tequisquiac that aroused in. the 
minds of Mexican geologists and an- 
thropologists a memory. of two an- 
client footprints found and_ photo- 
graphed 50 years ago, then forgotten. 

Near the little village of Amanalco 
in a great conglomerate rock Known 
as Piedra Redonda two scientists in 
I891 found the mysterious footprints. 
They must have been made while 
the rock was in a soft, sandy condi 
tion, at least 10,000 years earlier. 

This discovery was duly an 
nounced at a scientific congress in 
Mexico City in 1895, but perhaps was 
dismissed as fantastic. 

Now the old fragment of rock 
containing the footprints has disap- 
peared from the School of Mining 
where it had been stored without 
much interest, butla group of enthu- 
siastic present-day scientists are go- 
ing back to Amanalco to hunt for 
further traces. ‘There is the chance 
they may find the bones of the men 
who made those prints, 


Meanwhile Dr. Hibben and others 
will continue the search in the region 
of the Bering Straits and along the 
trail followed by the immigrants to 
the new world when they tirst-eame 
across from Asia. 

This migration across the Straits 
by Asiatic tribes in search-of food is 
the generally accepted theory of how 
man first came from Asia. 

ln spite of the diligent search now 
the remains of the earli 
est man, it may be an accident that 
will uncover them 
It- was the curiosity of a lone cow- 

that led to the discovery of the 
first weapons now known to have 
been used in this prehistoric era, 

Riding along the plains of New 
Mexico in 1926 he spied some odd- 
shaped and well-bleached bones pro- 
truding from a hill. Stopping to in- 
vestigate he saw a number of pe 
culiarly formed flints near the bones. 

An extensive scientific investiga- 
tion proved that these flints had been 
used on spears or throwing sticks 
by prehistoric hunters. Their loca- 
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Where Are the 
Bones of the Big

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tion in a fossil deposit at Folsom, 
New Mexico, in close association with 
the sketetons of long extinct bison, 
suggested a date from 15,000 to 
25,000 Years ago. 

Many other finds of Folsom points, 
as the flints were called, and other 
artifacts have left no doubt of the 
early existence of man on this con- 
tinent. The camps where .he lin- 
gered, the skeletons of the beasts he 
killed are indisputable evidence. 

Buried among the peologic de 
posits, Dr. Hibben reports, there 
sometimes are tens of thousands of 
skeletons of extinct animal forms in 
close proximity. ‘This suggests that 
the animals died In extremity through 
an allembracing catastrophe 

Violent volcanic. eruptions, it’ is 
suggested, may have occurred over 
the northern half of the globe to 
decimate the estimated 40,000,000 head 
of wild life. Such volcanic action, it 
is believed,. could have generated 
storms over other areas and ac- 
counted for wholesale destruction. 

Could it have destroyed all trace 
of the post-Ice Age man? Scientists 
don’t think so and undoubtedly each 
of the many experts working on the 
difficult job of detection § secretly 
hopes he’ll find the answer.

World War II to find the gir! 

he left behind him is some 
body else’s girl now; but the tragic 
nightmare of Sergeant Glynn F. 
Kimmey seems to have 
been without a parallel. 
It was a nightmare 
that became a fact; a 
horrid dream that 
really materialized. 

Even as the sergeant 
lrilled recruits at the 
astern Signal Corps 
School, Fort Mon- 
mouth, N. J., he found 
it dilficult to believe 
that what happened to 
him and the girl he left 
behind could have hap- 
pened to anyone. 

“I thought I had seen 
it all,” Sergeant Kim- 
mey told The Ameri- 
can Weekly: “You are 
catch the very worst pictures of 
life--and death; misery and mu- 
tilation, and nightmares, in 33 months 
overseas during a_ war. I came 
home thinking I was all through 
with stuff that men inflict on each 
other. Besides, there was Mary to 
come home to —_" 

There was Mary. Pretty Mary 
Pyle with the chestnut hair “and 
little laughing flecks in her eyes,” as 
the sergeant put it. The Mary Pyle 
he “was going with” for three years 
before he went to war; the Mary Pyle 
who lived in Crockett, Texas, while 
Glynn Kimmey was living in Hunts- 
vilie, not too far away. 

Mary Pyle Kimmey, 
left behind and later claimed 
bride, is back home now—in a 
tery near Crockett, because 
nightmare that came too terribly 
true in the sleepy little village of 
Little Silver, just outsides the gates 
of Fort Monmouth. 

There, in a-rooming house on 
Church Street, the sergeant was liv- 
ing “off pest" and out of this world 
with his Mary. who had become Mrs. 
Kimmey in near-by Red Bank on 
August 22, 1946. On the morning of 
Sept. 27, 1946, they were still honey- 
mooning and discussing, in the order 
of importance (1) which one should 
get up and close the windows, and 
(2) how soon Glynn would get his 
“rocker,” the stripe which would pro- 
mote him to staff sergeant. 

Mary had got over her night- 
mares. There were times, in the 
first few months, when she would 
awaken with a start and cry: 

“He'll get me! He'll get me!” 

The sergeant would soothe her 
back to sleep and reassure her that 
she was safe. She felt safe, and 
lazy and happy the morning of Sept. 
27, 1946-—and then the door opened. 

Mrs. Charles Muth, the landlady, 
came in first, and just as the Kim- 
meys called out a greeting, Mary 
Kimmey saw the second figure; the 
swarthy man with a .45-caliber pistol 
prodding Mrs. Muth. 

Let Sergeant Kimmey, telling his 
story the first time for publication, 
describe the scene: 

“Mary knew him-— knew it 
Chalmers, or Buck, Laubaugh. 
didn’t. Mary shouted to him: 

“*Don't shoot! We're married!’ 

“IT couldn’t move or speak. It was 
like one of those slow motion bad 
dreams you get now and then. He 
kept coming, around the bed, and 
when I was trying to get up he 
slugged me twice, the first time with 
the butt of his pistol. It hit me over 
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the left eye and I fell out of Ded, and 
he nudged me towards the chair I 
was woozy, all rigat, like in the 
dream we're talking about. 

“He spoke to Mary over his shoul- 
der, his gun still on me, and told her 
t up and « She was crying, 
loo':ed little.. -She said: 

‘‘Buck, I'll anything if you 
promise not to hurt. him,’ and she 
pointed to me. He ‘used the pistol 
butt on me again and sneered: 

“*This time, chum, I'm only taking 
your wife--if she is your wife!’” 

Mary Pyle Kimmey, childlike in 
her pajamas, suddenly took on regal 
stature. She drew herself up and 
opened the marriage license. Lau- 
baugh glanced at it, slapped it aside 
and, threatening her with the gun, 
ordered her to dress in the closet. 

“Even though I was fuzzy up- 
stairs.” the sergeant explained, “I 
knew I couldn’t risk his shooting 
Mary before I could reach him. Be- 
sides, I was hopeful—-hoping the 
whole thing was a mistake.” 

Mary wasn't hopeful. She came 
out of the closet, dressed and shaking 
with sobs, and crossed over to kiss 
her husband—-for the last time.

OLLY LUX discarded her Follies 
Pricnis for a pair of overalls and 

made herself a million dollars. 
Most show girls go in for marriage, 
Lux chose a masculine occupation. 

She became a building contractor. 

It wasn’t the stock-and-bond kind 
of contractor, either. The Viennese- 
type blonde whom Ziegfeld glorified 
rode to her construction jobs on a 
bicycle. She talked grading, founda- 
tions, beams, joists, trim and siding 
right on the job until she Knew as 
much as half a dozen foremen,. Polly 
Lux became the only woman licensed 
contractor in Florida. 

She won't, of course, 
much she’s made. She 
though, that it needs seven 
to tell it, 

It was in the late 20s that Miss 
Lux—-her real name is Luxe—rose to 
the height of her fame for Florenz 
Ziegfield. Born in Pittsburgh of Aus- 
trian parents, in her teens she made 
the stage her goal. When her father, 
a glassblower, died, the family moved 
to New York. 

Polly became a model and even- 
tually a featured member of the Fol- 
lies ensemble. Most girls who attained 
that eminence were content to rest, 
but Polly was driven by ambition. 

She doubled in night clubs. Morn- 
ings she went through the Follies 
rehearsals at the Amsterdam Theatre. 
Afternoons she rehearsed at the night 
club. In the evening came the-Follies 
performance.

“I Knew I wasn't an exceptional 
dancer and that I would never make 
a singer,’ she says.

My 
motto then, as now, was, ‘Get out 
before it’s too late. Try something 
else.’ ” 

True to show girl type, she opened 
a lingerie shop on Broadway. She 
planned to feature a_ specially-con- 
structed brassiere for which she ex- 
pected to secure a patent. The patent 
was not granted but the. lingerie 
business prospered moderately. 

It was still prospering, although 
the depression had set in, when Polly 
sold out. She foresaw that the de- 
pression would be a long one. She 
was getting out before it was too late. 

Early. in the 30s she 
mother and brother John went to 
Miami Beach. Florida was not only 
suffering from the depression but it 
had not yet recovered from the col- 
lapse of the great Florida land boom 
of the decade before. As Polly puts 
it, you could scarcely see the sand for 
the “For Sale” signs. 

Polly found a 46-unit apartment 
building that was very much in dis- 
repair and was in recéivership. She 
could have a year’s lease at a bargain 
price, but the receiver wouldn’tespend 
So much as a brushful of paint re- 
furbishing it.

Polly plunged, and it was the deal 
that gained her the highly inadequate 
nickname of “Lucky” Lux. She signed 
the lease, then rushed frantically to 
work getting the building ready. 

She rented a paint spray gun for 
$2 a day and two sewing machines 
for $5 a week. Then she hunted 
around until she found a job lot of 
cretonne and bought 1,100 yards of it 
for ten cents a yard. 

While John, in the back yard, 
sprayed the apartment’s 46 sets of 
dingy reed furniture, Polly and a 
helper sewed 46 sets of draperies. As 
soon as the paint dried on the furni- 
ture, Polly recovered it with cretonne. 
It-reminded Polly of Follies and night 
club times; they worked 16 hours a 
day. When the winter season opened, 
the apartment house was ready. 

The next thing was to make it 
pay. Polly disregarded the restric- 
tions laid down by other Miami 
Beach landlords. Her rentals were by 
the day, week or month instead of for 
the season only. Families with chil- 
dren were welcomed, not barred. She 
went in for mass rentals—to New 
Jersey postal workers and musical 
comedy troupes, for example. 

At the end of the first year she 
was out of the red. She’s never been 
back in it. 

She leased a building on what was 
then the outskirts of the Miami Beach 
business district and cut it up into 
stores. They were rented before al- 
terations were completed. She incor- 
porated her own construction com- 
pany—she’s still Lux, Inc. On a ris. 
ing market she built hotel after hotel 
along the beach, 15 in all. She built, 
operated for one year, then sold. One 
job paid for another, with plenty left 
over. 

She solved her labor problems by 
staffing her hotels with her construc- 
tion workers when the building season 
was over—-giving them jobs the year 
round. Workmen respected her 
knowledge, liked to work for her. 
Superintending a job, there was noth- 
ing over-feminine about her, but she 
decreed a mid-morning half-hour re- 
cess for a snack and cold drinks, She 
installed a compressed air whistle on 
each job, too, to sound the beginning 
and end of work—a rarity, then, in 
Florida. 

She has plunged several times 
since that first venture, but she has 
been cautious, too. She's kept her 
eggs out of one basket by investing 
in real estate, some of it in New York.

Anti-social fantasies are not the 
Same as anti-social deeds, and fantasies 
can be controlled in action.

Childhood is a blackmailer, making 
usS- pay over and over for some early 
failure or shortcoming. As adults 
we have to be firm with that black- 
mailer and come to respect our abili- 
ties in the mature world. 

It is desirable for us to express 
our grief rather than repress it—-be- 
cause emotions can become our allies 
when we give them honest discussion. 

After I had lectured once on the 
psychological origins of much athe. 


‘ism, a young Protestant minister told 


me he was troubled. He felt he was 
near a breakdown because, try as he 
would, he resented having to say the 
prayerful words, “Our Father who 
art in heaven.” 

During my lecture, he had realized

man was a youth he happened 
one day to tell a wise elder that 
he believed life’s’ greatest possible 
rewards were these: health, love, 
beauty, talent, power, riches and 
fame. His elder thought it a good 
list, but lacking the most important 
element of all. That element, he 
said, was peace of mind. 

Now Dr. Liebman takes the 
phrase,-peace of mind, as the title 
of his book.

for the first time that this emotional! 
blockage in prayer might be traced to 
his own father’s death. He and his 
father had been close; his father had 
died when he was six; he had been 
told his father “went away.” He ha‘ 
thought this a betrayal by his father. 
Always, deep within him, he there- 
after had hated fatherhood. 

I showed him how he had trans- 
lated this resentment into the theo- 
logical realm, and so had halted on 
the words: “Our Father...” Later I 
had a friend, a distinguished psy- 
chiatrist, lead him all the way out of 
his labyrinth. It was a striking proof 
of the alliance between psychiatric 
truth and religious quest. 

Psychiatry and religion are allies, 
too, against the abnormal fear of 
death. A perplexed and fearful 
woman, who came to me recently, 
was obsessed by the fear of dying. 

I was able to cofivince her of the 
truth that through psychology we 
know now that often people think 
they are afraid of death when they 
really are afraid of life because they 
have never learned how to live wisely 
and happily. 

One who has had a sense of se- 
curity in childhood, the love of par- 
ents and the confidence of society, 
can face life and face death. One 
who has been starved for love and 
safety naturally fears life and trans- 
fers that fear to the next life. 

If all the elements of society 
would work together for the creation 
of a wonderful family life and a 
genuine economic security, coming 
generations would have enough of the 
bread of love and the food of safety 
to face life, and face death, rever 
Without hope, always with bravery. 

I wrote “Peace of Mind” in the 
conviction that many fine people have 
to learn how to like themselves as 
well as love their neighbors. Psy- 
chiatry can show us how to be good 
to ourselves and others; can help us 
to grow up successfully a _ second 
time when we failed the first time. 

I wish that throughout America 
there could be established Schools for 
Parents, where fathers and mothers 
could learn from psychiatrists and 
religionists truths about human 
nature from birth to maturity could 
learn how to give unconditional love 
to their offspring and handle the com- 
plex moods of the next generation 
with wisdom rather than prejudice. 

I wish also there could be Schogls 
for Clergymen and Teachers where 
the newest insight into human nature 
could be acquired and transmitted to 


the American people. 


Not that the discoveries of psy- 
chiatry alone are sufficient for the 
good life. A profoundly ethical re- 
ligion is requisite to teach what the 
goal of life should be, to give us a 
sense of cosmic purpose, to make us 
feel at home in a universe filled with 
divine resources for growth and 
change, to inspire us with a feeling 
of our dignit? as partners of God in 
the building of a better society.

Comfort tor Willie 0’s Widow

HE embers of a party were still 
glowing at Gracie Mansion, New 
York City’s “Little White House” 

and the residence of Mayor William 
O'Dwyer. 

A few lingering guests were chat- 
tering over a night-cap. The talk 
turned to Irish patriots. 

“Gentlemen,” said Paul O'Dwyer, 
the Mayor’s brother, “I suppose you 
realize that the greatest living Irish 
patriot is a Jewish lady whose home 
is in France.” 

In a different group there might 
have been a mass elevation of eye 
| brows, but most of those who were 
gathered in the Mayor’s study knew 
at once that Paul O’Dwyer was talk- 
ing about Sophie Raffaelovitch 
O’Brien. 

Out of the conversation came an 
assurance that the 86-year-old widow, 
who spent a lifetime fighting for 
Irish freedom and sacrificed a for- 
tune to the cause, would eke out her 
few remaining years in comfort. 

Once the subject came up, almost 
everybody present remembered some 
fragment of lore about Sophie Raf- 
faeloviteh. She was the daughter of 
a Riga banker who moved to Paris 
and became one of the foremost 
financiers of the French capital. 

Despite the family wealth, Sophie's 
mother was .a champion of all op- 
pressed peoples and she frequently 
sent contributions to the Irish rebels 

On the afternoon of June &, 1889. 
a fierce-looking little man with a 
bristly black beard knocked at the 
door of the Raffaelovitch home in 
Avenue Trocadero. 

The door was opened by a demure 
woman of 27, who was even smaller 
than the visitor and whose big gray 
eyes had a struggle to keep her face 
from being undistinguished. 

“Mrs. Raffaelovitch isn’t home,” 
she said in response to a query, “but 
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I am her daughter, Sophie. 
help you?” 

“Yes, you could thank her for me,” 
the visitor said. “My name is William 
O’Brien. While I was in Galway Jail 
she sent me packages of books and 
sweets and things. ‘The books were 
wonderful, I don’t know how she 
knew just what | wanted.” 

‘But you didn't like the sweets?” 

“T_—_-I—-Well, Murphy, -the jailer, 
was a nice fellow and he had a big 
family and I gave the sweets to his 
children.” \ 

That was Sophie’s introduction to 
the famous “Willie O,” who was then, 
at 37, second only to Charlies Stewart 
Parnell in the cause of Irish freedom. 

The son of a law clerk, he had 
been well educated and had worked 
on two newspapers before he founded 
his own, “United Ireland,” in 1880. 

When it appeared, the Governor- 
General exclaimed “Who is this new 
madman?” and promptly suppressed 
it. Willie was tossed into Kilmainham 
Jail with Parnell. 

From then on, he was a semi- 
outlaw, spinning through Ireland like 
a whirling dervish whenever he was 
out of prison, restless, nervous, pub- 
lishing his paper, haranguing his 
followers, debating in Parliament (he 
was elected an M. P. in. 1883), oppos- 
ng England on every front and hav- 
ng no time to look at women. 

A year, almost to the day, from 
their meeting, he and Sophie were 
married in London. It was to have 
been a simple wedding, but so many 
of his admirers appeared that the 
big church wouldn't hold them. 

That fall they came to the United 
States to raise funds for evicted 
Irish tenants. (Willie’s slogan, “No 
reduction, no rent,” had become the 
Irish battle cry.) 

Although the trip wasn’t meant 
to be a honeymoon, they went on an 
excursion to Niagara Falls. 

The visit was successfui so far as 
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. Friends,” published in 1937, 


raising money was concerned, but 
the funds failed to unite the Irish. 

When Sophie’s father and mother 
died, she kept pouring her inheritance 
into: the cause. 

One after another, she liquidated 
her assets in France, By this time, 
she was speaking with a soft Cork 
brogue. She followed her husband 
everywhere except into prison, where 
she was barred. , 

The Irish loved her, not only in 
Cork and in Mallow, where she and 
Willie O lived when they were home, 
but all over Erin. 

A candidate for Parliament made 
the mistake of referring to her as a 
Jewess. He apologized the next day, 
but he was snowed under at the 
election. 

The poor flocked to Mallow Cot- 
tage, as the O’Brien home was called, 
and they never left empty-handed. 
When Sophie’s money ran out, she 
gave them a silver fork or spoon. 

Sometimes she had to make other 
substitutions. In her book, “My Irish 
she told 
about the time Willie O met some 
friends in Mallow and invited them 
home for sandwiches. 

There. was no meat or bread in 
the house, but she scraped up some 
cake and jam 

“Nobody 

“Marie Antoinette 
‘Let them eat cake.’ 
help it.” 
. Sophie kept her husband alive for 
years in garrets and cellars, and when 
he died in 1928, she went to France 
for her health. A few of her invest- 
ments remained. 

When the Germans marched in, 
she lost everything. She hid for five 
years in garrets and cellars, and when 
the Allies came, she was penniless. 

Paul O’Dwyer heard of her pre- 
dicament from Henry Waldon, a 
visitor from Cork. 

When he mentioned it, his brother 


liked it,” she wrote. 
flippantly said 
We couldn't 
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Sophie O'Brien—Her Name Was 
Rafteaelovitch. 


suggested a “Widow O’Brien Fumd” 
and opened it with $100. 

Money has been coming in ever 
since, mostly in bills of small de.

Black Gold was born. A flush of anxiety 
stirred the stolidity of H. M, Hoots’ fea- 
tures, bending on one knee beside the youngster. 
“It’s an ill omen,” he said. “It bodes harm 
to the colt and evil to those who handle him.” 
H. M. Hoote knew what he was saying that 
night, looking down upon the ebony colt. 
There in the little furry heap he saw great- 
ness—vut he also saw heartbreak and disaster. 
Perhaps he livec for a fleeting moment the 
glory of a Kentucky Derby—and the tragedy of 
death on a racing afternoon. At any rate, he was 
convinced tha. he saw in his own mind, as clear 
as noonday, the 1"! luck that Black Gold was to 
bring to ev cryone who guided his racing career. 
It was a cereer which might never have been

written had it not been for the love of a man 
for a horse, backed up by a six-shooter. 

Useeit was the horse; a chunky little mare, 
and H. M. Hoots was the man, an Osage Indian 
who toured the racing “jungles” of his native 
Oklahoma matching his filly with all comers. 

Pretty soon her prestige spread and she ran 
plumb out of competition: around the cactus 
plains where the starting pole was a blanket laid 
on the ground and the finish line another blanket 
a quarter mile away. So the channels of chance 
finally led them across the border to Juarez, 
Mexico, where the big horses rain. ., 

There Hoots entered Useeit In a ciaiming race, 


which meant a price tag. was on her as her 


entered evaluation if anyone wanted to buy her. 
After Useeit had won one of these races at Juarez, 
someone actually did claim her. 

But Hoots changed his mind. He decided he 
wouldn't let his little mare be claimed. ‘To back 
up that determination he produced a six-shooter 
and defied anyone to come and take her. 

“But it’s the rules,” the officials argued, at 
which Hoots swung his six-shooter higher. 

“This here is my rule book,” he grunted. 

In view of this determination he kept his 
mare, but the officials barred Hoots from the 
track, so he returned to Tulsa with Useeit after 
detouring by way of Kentucky where he mated 
her to the great Bradley stallion, Black Toney. 

There in Oklahoma beneath that blazing white 
comet Useeit dropped her foal, a gangling little 


" eritter with a body ludicrously disproportionate 


to its legs and a tail like a whiskbroom. 

Within a few days H. M. Hoots, who had 
never been ill before in his life, passed away 
from the sickmess he contracted in the stable 
section on the night Black Gold was born. 

Thus did the evil star, which seemed to shine 
above Black Gold throughout his life, apparently 
first take its toll. a 

Turf history is linked with the name of 
Black Gold. Small and dumpy he was for sure. 
Hie was a throwback, so wiseacres said, to some 


bar sinister in his dam’s lineage, but he was 
also young and streng and brave. 

AS a two-year-old he revealed flashes of the 
class and courage which were to distinguish his 
third year performances. 

The Louisiana Derby at the New Orleans’ 
Fair Grounds gave ‘Black Gold his first real joust 
with fame. 

It was an exacting track, heavy with mud, 
with a cold pelting rain. When the barrier sang 
its tune of speed, however, it was Black Gold 
all the way, and in such decisive fashion that 
bookmakers promptly shaved his winter book 
odds in the Kentucky Derby from 50 to 10 to 1. 


T made the little black Oklahoma horse the early 
favorite to win this famous -classic. 

The odds might have lengthened if racing fans 
had known that every step to Black Gold was a 
tortQre, every stride a hell on earth. Although 
he had inherited the stamina of his sire he had 
also acquired the weakness of his dam, a strain 
leading back beyond the ranges of the Southwest. 

That strain had to find an outlet; it came 
in the form of a dubious left foreleg which had 
begun to trouble him as a two-year-old and rapid- 
ly became worse. 

Black Gold betrayed no trace of the trouble 
on his greatest day of glory—-Derby Day at 
Churchill Downs on May 15, 1924. The bugle call 
from the stands was answered from the paddock 
as a String of the finest three-year-olds in training 
came nodding one by one through the gap before 
the concentrated gaze of 75,000 pairs of eyes. 

At the start of the race, down along the out- 
side, went Black Gold, standard bearer of the 
West, with Jockey J. D. Mooney in the saddle. 

Slipping through his field like a drop of quick- 
Silver on a plate, Black Gold threw down the 
gauntlet at the head of the stretch to win as a 
thoroughbred should, going away. F 

Crowds cheered, but over in the stables Black 
Gold’s eyes were eloquent with suffering as he 
stood in his stall with slender legs bandaged 
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A Comet Blazed Across the Heavens the Night He 
Was Born. His Owner Knew It Presaged Tragedy 


and feverish and every silken muscle trembling. 

Yet Black Gold-—and gambling gold- did not 
go hand in hand that day. The jinx was striking 
again! When winter book players went to collect 
their winnings they found that bookmakers, with 
only a few exceptions, had absconded. 


O heavily had Black Gold been played that his 

victory shattered bankrolis from coast to 
coast. James P. Carroll, well-known St. Louis 
odds-layer, almost singly staved off the financial 
avalanche, but it took him years to pay off. 

In July the black colt added the Chicago Derby 
to his growing list of triumphs after making up 
an early deficit of 20 geths. 

One by one he picked up his field as easily 
as a child gathers up its toys. Fifth at the head 
of the stretch; third at the furlong pole. There 
Ladkin gave up the ghost; Giblon was fighting 
hard. Out in the center of the track, a phan- 
tom of air and light, Black Gold was irresistible. 

He had Giblon by the throat-latch with a six- 
teenth to go, to hurl himself past the finish line 
in a towering tribute of sound. 

Black Gold gave his all in that one; he reached, 
he spat back the dusty clédds on will power and 
courage alone. He ran three more races that year 
but his legs were gone! So he was shipped to the 
breeding farm. 

Perhaps the Goddess of Luck laughed as she 
guided the star of misfortune above him. There 
on the farm Black Gold proved to be incapable 
of having an offspring to inherit his speed. 

Black Gold had earned his rest and a chance 
to end his days there on the Oklahoma farm, in 
green pastures. There were races yet to be run, 
however. There was purse money hung up at the 
major tracks of the nation. 

In 1927, Black Gold returned to the tracks 
older, wiser, more versed in the harsh ways of 
man. There at the Fair Grounds where he had 
made his first bid for fame and glory four years 
earlier as a Derby colt of 3 he was prepped again 
for the winnef’s circle. ‘Trainers watched the 
horse in his workouts and shook their heads. 

“He'll never make it,” they told trainer Stan- 
ley Webb. “He'll break down for certain.” 

“He's training better than in 1924,” Webb re- 
plied, “and is plenty sound enough.” Webb 
pointed out that although Black Gold was lame 
after every trial, he always “walked out of the 
trouble” on the cooling-out ring. 

So, on January 18, 1928, with Jockey W. 
Emery in the pilot seat, Black Gold came forth 
again at the Fair Grounds, while the stands 
roared a welcome to the gallant animal. They 
watched him break alertly, then drop back into

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the pack, rating behind the early pace as in his 
days of glory. They watched him at the half-mile 
pole swinging to the outside, boiling closer. 
Then, as Black Gold wheeled into the stretch 
he bobbled a moment in his settled stride, He 
seemed to catch himself but came lurching on and 
on.with the unsteady gait of a drunken man. 
Fans looked at one another in bewilderment. 
(Juestions were soon answered. At the head 
of that long lane, a whole furlong from the finish, 


Black Gold’s weakened foreleg had finally snapped. . 


The son of Useeit had run the length eof the 
stretch on a broken leg, an exhibition of courage 
such as it is the privilege of very few to see. 

One by one the field of horses came blowing 
back to be unsaddled. Black Gold did not re. 
turn. ‘There on the turn, mercifully screened 
from the view of the crowd by the bend of the 
whitewashed railing, the track veterinarian in- 
jected a lethal hypodermic needle into his veins. 
Nature's laws had been transcended and the King 
of the Thoroughbreds had answered with his life. 

The story did not end there. That far-away 
night in Oklahoma, H. M. Hoots had wagged 
a prophetic head and said: 

“It's an ill ‘omen: it bodes harm to the colt 
and evil to those who.handle him.” 

He had been the first to go, contracting his 
fatal illness on the night of Black Gold's birth. 
Then there was the weakened underpinning which 
had been so agonizing throughout the colt’s rac- 
ing life; and bookmakers whose fortunes were 
shattered on a 1924 Derby afternoon; and racing 
fans who failed to collect; and~—-finally—-death 
itself for Black Gold on a racing afternoon. 

That was not all. Jockey J. D. Mooney, the 
lad who rode Black Gold in his Derby victory, 
was never again to rise to those heights.  In- 
creasing weight, the bugaboo of all riders, quickly 
caught up with him and for years he has. been 
eking out an. existence as exercise boy, some- 
times as a valet, sometimes as trainer of a few 
bad horses. Not once, since Black Gold’s death, 
have the “breaks” came his way. 

The same is true of the horse’s programmed 
trainer, Harry Webb. He handled many a horse 
since the days of the Oklahoma Oilburner, but 
never a good one. He has tried hard and often, 
only to be rebuffed by fate and luck. 

Many, however, believe the actual training of 
Black Gold was done from the sidelines by the 
stable agent, Waldo Freéman,; who later adopted 
the rose and white silks of the Hoots’ stable as 
his own racing livery. For years he, too, waited 
for the “breaks” which would not come as he 
followed the trail of the bangtail through the 
small tracks of Texas and the Midwest. 
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On Derby Day at New Orleans, the Winner's 
Flowers Are Always Placed on the Monument 
Above a Grave Inside the Racing Strip. 


Finally fortune smiled again. ‘The thriving 
Tally Ho Stable of New’ England engaged him 
as its trainer, conditioning a fine band of thor- 
oughbreds, and he at once started his climb back 
to the heights with’ three winners in a single aft- 
ernoon. Luck had turned, the jinx was done. 
That same night a blood clot reached his heart 
and he died in the arms of his wife. 

Today Black Gold is buried in the Fair Grodnds 
infield, close to the rail where the beat of thor- 
oughbred hoofs will ever sound above him. 

Every year the winning jockey of the Louisiana 
Derby, the race made memorable by Black Gold, 
steps towards the grave and lays the wreath of 
victory on the monument under which the little 
son of Useeit sleeps.

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EN-YEAR-OLD Joe Popper was a 
T quiet boy, a dreamer. Some. 

times his teacher would call on 
him in class and, lost in thought, he 
wouldn't hear. Otherwise his conduct 
was unexceptionable. He seldom got 
into fights, even in cases where he 
was being impesedupon.Many school. 
mates considered him a sissy. 

A few blocks from his home at 
2515 Amsterdam Avenue, New York 
City, lived 13-year-old Joe McCabe. 
The two boys were as different as 
night and day. Nobody ever associ. 
ated the word sissy with McCabe. 
Since he fought first and thought 
later, he always was in trouble of 
one kind or another. His followers 
and he .jhad them, for, despite his 
faults, he had qualities of leadership 

looked on him as a hero. 

Recently both these boys were en. 
guifed in the same tragic event. As 
a result, Joe Popper jost his reputa- 
tien of being a sissy and Joe McCabe 
his standing as a hero. The former, 
in faet, now is the hero, while the 
latter hbhas been denounced publicly 
as a delinquent. . 

The change was brought about by 
a @itsastrous fire, which flared up a 
few weeks ago, costing the lives of 
30 men, women and children. 

In the late afternoon of the day 
on which it occurred, Joe McCabe 
rounded up three of his satellites and 
climbed to the roof of the tenement 
house in which the Popper family 
had an apartment. Then he led the 
way into the top floor of the adjojn. 
ing building, an abandoned icehouse, 
where, as they admitted later, they 
built a fire “just for the fun of it.” 

All four lived in the same build- 
ing, another near-by tenement house. 
By the-time they reached home, fire 
engines were howling through the 
streets. The noise and excitement 
filled them with pride. “We did that,” 
they bragged to other children. 

After a while the engines left and 
the crowds dispersed. The fire, it ap- 
peared, had been put;,out. Joe McCabe 
and his friends went to bed in their 
tenement, Joe Popper in his. At mid. 
night all were awakened by the echo 
of a noise that probably had been 
sounding in their dreams, the noise 
of sirens. The icehouse once more 
was ablaze. 

According to one theory, sparks 
from the previous conflagration had 
lodged in the building’s tar-coated 
cork insulation and had smoldered 
away unseen until erupting into 
flame. But if there is doubt about 
the cause of the second fire, there's 
none at all about the effects. ‘ 

As the upper part of the icehouse 
collapsed, its 48-inch-thick side wall 
buckled against the comparatively 
flimsy wall of the next door tene- 
ment. It was as though the latter 
had been struck by a giant hammer. 

Three days later, lifeless bodies 
still were being picked out of the 
ruins. Listed among the dead were 
Joe Popper’s whole family, his war 
hero father, his mother, who had ex- 
pected another child in a few months, 
his seven-year-old brother, Johnny, 
and his three-year-old sister, Barbara. 

Joe himself survived. After eight 
hours of feverish work, firemen and 
policemen managed to dig him out 
of his bedroom, which had been next 
to the icehouse wall. Covered with 
blood, his nightclothes torn and pow. 
dered with glass, he was asked how 
he was. “Fine,” he said. 

Before anything was done for him 
he pleaded with a doctor to “please 
save the others.” 

At the hospital to which Joe was 
rushed, it was found that he had suf- 
fered multiple abrasions and con- 
tusions. So many stitches had to be 
taken in his head that he was in the 
operating room for three hours. 

“I felt the bed break in two,” he 
told the doctors, “and then I heard 
Johnny say, ‘Save me! Save me!’ but 
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No Sis 


[ couldn't get to him. I couldn’t get 
to mommy, either.” 

All- through this ordeal, Joe Pop- 
per, the neighborhood sissy, displayed 
so much raw courage that everyone 
who came in contact with him was 
impressed. A small boy, with a 
pointed, sensitive face, he asked to 
be allowed to put on the ether mask 
himself, joked while his matted hair 
was being shaved off. 

Meanwhile, the other Joe, Joe 
McCabe, was being examined, along 
with his three confederates, in Chil- 
dren’s Court. Justice Hubert T..De 
laney, who sat on the case at a secret 
hearing, remarked later: 

“There is no evidence that the 
fire these children set caused the col- 


lapse of the icehouse. I think they 
had no conception that their act 
would cause the death of anyone.” 

Nevertheless, Joe and one other 
member of the firebug quartet, Jo 
seph Elio, 10, were adjudged juvenile 
delinquents. a ies 

It's too bad that Joe Popper's 
father, Joseph, Sr., was not spared 
to see the manner in which his son 
met his crucial test of character. 
A fighter himself, the recipient of 
the Purple Heart with Clusters and 
the Silver Star, he always had had 
a hard time understanding young Joe. 

One time, for instance, he had 
come home to find the boy in tears. 
Another boy had hit him and he 
hadn’t fought back. The father es-

corted him downstairs and, finding 
his assailant in the street, said, “Now 
I want you to fight him.” 

The order was addressed to his 
son, but it was the other boy who 
obeyed. Bowing his head under a 
rain of blows, Joe stuck his hands in 
his pockets.

HOSE premature gray hairs that 
. pop unexpectedly into focus in 
your mirror and [ill you with dis- 
may at the thought of passing years 
now are believed by some of our lead- 
ing medical experts to be important 
warning signals that something inay 
be wrong with your mode of living 
and working as well as with your 
choice of diet. 

Too little rest and too much ner- 
vous tension can be contributing 
causes to silvering locks, dermatoio- 
gists find, just as lack of known vita- 
mins and other factors in the diet 
undoubtedly affects hair condition 
and hair color. 

Skepticism was the reaction of a 
certain woman executive in her iate 
30s when the expert she visited 
in search of an anti-gray hair pre- 
scription suggested that she take a 
prolonged vacation, then, on return- 
ing to work, make sure that she had 
at least one hour for lunch instead of 
the habitual 15-minute snack at her 
desk. In addition, the doctor urged 
that she have a half-hour nap aliter 
lunch for complete relaxation. A well- 
balanced diet was recommended as of 
utmost importance, and additional 
Vitamin D and B complex also were 
prescribed. 

In spite of her incredulity —— and 
a mild disappointment that there were 
no magic potions to swallow —- the 
woman followed instructions to the 
letter and in the course of several 
months found her hair had regained 
a considerable portion of its natural 
color. It seemed finer and silkier 
than ever, too. 

An isolated case of this sort 
wouldn't prove anything, since there 
are many instances in medica! litera- 
ture where an individual’s hair has 
turned from black to white and back 
again. One classical example is that 
of a man whose hair and beard turned 
white and regained its normal color 
three times in 30 years. 

The importance in the observation 
that lack of fatigue and nervous ten- 
sion contribute to normal hair color 
seems to lie in the fact that it has 
been noticed in many cases over a 
period of years. 

Good general health—with body 
chemistry in balance and the hor- 
mone factories (endocrine glands) 
functioning properly seem to be the 
underlying basis, dermatelegists be 
lieve, of preventing the premature 
graying which starts at 35 or 40 and 
which is not hereditary. 

There are numerous families, of 
course, where sons and daughters be. 
come gray-haired in their teens, as 
did their mothers (or fathers) and 
grandmothers before them. Nothing 
apparently can be done to prevent 
this inherited type of graying, nor is 
it a sign of ill health or senility. 

The search fer an anti-gray-hair 
vitamin, begun several years ago 
when Dr. Agnes Fay Mergan at the 
University of California discovered 
that lack of a certain “filtrate factor” 
of the B complex vitamins in a rat's 
diet would cause its coat to become 
gray, has disclosed two substances 
that apparently cause gray hair to 
turn dark in some cases. 

Carrying her experiments beyond 
the rat stage, Dr. Morgan also dis- 
covered that silver foxes could be 
turned to platinum, and black foxes 
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to silver, by administering the same 
deficient diet to otherwise healthy 
young animals. ? 

The important anti-gray hair sub- 
stances are pantothenic acid and 
para-aminobenzoic acid (sometimes 
called PABA). Both have been used 
effectively -on rats and mice, but 
have shown only fair results when 
tested clinically on men and women. 
This suggests to research experts 
that they have only learned a part 
of the story, that there may be many 
other as yet undiscovered substances 
in the Vitamin B complex, or in diet 
in general, that contribute to hair 
color. 

In the case of para-aminobenzoic 
acid, for instance, Dr. Benjamin F. 
Sieve, of Tufts College Medical School, 
Boston, reported darkening of hair in 
all instances of adults who received 
daily doses of 100 milligrams for ap. 
proximately two months, 

Dr. J. J. Eller and Dr. Luis A. 
Diaz of New York City, in a report 
to the New York State Journal of 
Medicine, claim good results with only 
four off the 88 men and women who 
received para-aminobenzoic acid for 
several months under their direction. 

They found that extract of natural 
Vitamin B complex produced dark- 
ening of the hair in a number of in- 
stances while in others it made the 
texture finer and silkier. 

[It is such results that lead to the 
suggestion that both pantothenic acid 
and para-aminobenzoic acid as a 
“cure” for gray hair in humans need 
further investigation, and the hope 
that inquiry will unfold new secrets. 

Experiments wherein hormene pel- 
lets implanted in the skin of white 
laboratory rats caused color to ap- 
pear in their coats confirm the be- 
lief that gland chemicals also are im- 
portant to the formation of the hair 
pigment called melanin. It is well 
known that humans who have been 
deprived of sufficient thyroid hor- 
mone develop gray hair. 

Since color granules are manufac- 
tured by the hair bulb inside the hair 
follicle in the scalp and supplied to 
each new hair as it is produced it is 
generally believed that all gray hairs 
are “you shoots” from which the 
melanin nas Beem withheld perhaps 
because something has gone wrong 
with the color factory’s processes. 

Stories of peregete who have turned 
white over nighf after a severe fright 
or harrowing @xperience are consid- 
ered fallacies’ While a head of hair 
may become\gray from worry or 
shock it does Se—gtadually, the ex. 
perts explain, as old hairs fall out 
and new ones replace them. 

Similarly, the old saying, “Pull out 
one white hair and two will grow in 
its place,” is ridiculous since only one 
hair will be produced at a time by 
each hair bulb. 

In spite of this no one will expect 
to keep the silver from his or her 
temples with a pair of- tweezers, but 


dermatolegists agree that for the 
person who knows his gray hair is 
not caused by ill health a good dye 
sometimes serves as a morale booster. 
Even this should be selected with 
care, and on the advice of an expert, 
so there will be no harmful effect. 

While research scientists.and doc- 
tors in clinics continue to work toward 
discovery of the complete “fountain

OTORISTS driving 
along the Boston

marching there? Dr. Ringe 
brought every one of them 
into this world. He’s been 
our doctor for 40 years.” 

Ranging in age from 3 to 
35, each of the marchers 
wore a tag reading “lama 
Dr. Ringe baby.” Nor did 
these 100 exhaust the list. 

The lowest estimate puts 
the full Ringe contribution 
to the country’s population 
at 1000; the highest at 2000. 
And he’s just a plain Ameri- 
can country doctor. 


HERE was a time—not so 
long ago — when the 

U. S. was rich in Dr. Ringes. 
They not only brought 
babies into the world but 
saw them through measles, 
chickenpox, whooping 
cough, diphtheria and scar- 
let fever; they attended to 
dad’s heartburn and mom’s 
dizziness, they told grand- 
ma what to do for a pain 
in the neck and a ringing in 
the ears. 

Now, like the horses and 
buggies they used to drive, 
they are disappearing from 
the national scene, sup- 
planted by large hospitals, 
group clinics, medica] build- 
ings full of specialists. 
Meanwhile, the communities 
they served so faithfully 
have begun to realize how 
deep their debt is to these 
modest and skillful men. 

In addition to the parade, 
74-year-old Dr. Milo P. 
Ringe was given a recep- 
tion, a banquet and, last but 
not least, an inscribed gold 
watch. 

“T don’t understand it,” 
he said. “I never did any- 
thing special. There are lots 
of doctors better than I am. 
I’ve just done the work any 
country doctor has-_to do.” 


Before him, his father had 
practiced medicine in Hard- 
insburg for 65 years. 

While all this was going 
on, people up in northern 
Wisconsin were talking 
reverently of Dr. George 
MacKinnon, who for years 
had ministered impartially 
to Indians, farmers, lumber- 
jacks and villagers. 

In November, 1945; he 
was called to attend the 
birth of a farmer’s baby. 
Before the next sunrise, he 
had brought another baby 
into the world in his own 
village of Prentice. The 
next day the doctor gota 
surprise. 

First the sheriff showed 
up and made him a deputy;

veiling of a memorial in 
honor of the man who had 
ushered 1,700 babies into 
the Rock River Valley. 

He had been killed in line 
of duty, while driving home 
for supplies needed for an- 
other call.

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Samuel Kent Was Driving to Trowbridge to Report His Son's Disappearance When the Minister Galloped Alongside His Carriage. 


By Peter Levins 


VEN though he was considered the most cap- 
able detective in the land, Inspector Jona- 
than Whicher of Scotland Yard faced all but 

insuperable obstacles in his investigation of the 
mysterious Kent murder at Road, Wilts County, 
England, during the night of June 29-30, 1860. 
In the first place, the Yard man, who had 
been assigned by the Home Secretary at the 
urging of a local official, did not begin his inquiry 
until 15 days had elapsed. That interval had given 
the county authorities ample time to make mis- 
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takes, and given the slayer plenty of opportunity 
to destroy vital clews. 

Moreover, when Whicher appeared on the scene, 
the people of England had already evolved con- 
clusions based more on prejudice than on fact. 
Whicher therefore had to struggle against a tor- 
rent of public feeling that probably never would 
have gotten started had he been first on the case. 

The scene of the crime was Road Hill House, 
commodious residence of the family and staff of 
Samuel Saville Kent, a former merchant who had 
become an assistant superintendent of factories 
for the government. Kent, whose official duties 


and overbearing manner made him unpopular 
with management and labor alike, had married 
twice and fathered 13 children, five of whom died 
in infancy. His second wife had been the family 
governess and housekeeper during the last years 
of Mrs. Mary Ann Windus Kent. 

On the evening of June 29, 1860, Road Hill 
House sheltered 12 individuals: Mr. and Mrs. 
Kent, three daughters and a son by Kent’s first 
marriage; two daughters and a son by the second 
marriage; a cook, housemaid and nurse. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kent slept in a room on the. 
first floor in the front of the house, and the 
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nursery was on the same floor. Here slept the 
nursemaid, Elizabeth Gough, 21, and the -two 
younger children of the second marriage, Francis 
Saville, 4, and Emilie, 2. Mary Amelia, eldest child 
of the second marriage, slept in her parents’ 
room, while the other children—Mary Ann, Eliza- 
beth, Constance. and William—-and the servants 
occupied rooms upstairs. 


EFORE the housemaid, Sarah Cox, went to bed 
that night, she secured all the doors and 
windows whstairs. Or so she insisted later. 


In the morning, Miss Gough, according to her 
story, woke up at five and noticed that Francis 
was not in his crib. However, as the bedclothes 
had been fol@eai back neatly, she assumed that 
his mother had taken him to her room. She dozed. 

Three hours later she went to her employers’ 
bedroom.’ Francis had disappeared. 

Earlier, the housemaid had also made a dis- 
covery: the @rawing room door was ajar, the 
bolt was back and the lock turned. She saw, too, 
that the lower shutters of the windows were 
open, the bolts back and the windows open. | 

A frantic search of the house and grounds 
got under way. At 10, Kent left by carriage to 
inform the police at Trowbridge, five miles away. 

He was halfway to Trowbridge when the Rev. 
Francis Peacock came galloping in pursuit on 
horseback. His eyes round with fright and his 
breath labored, Reverend Peacock poured out his 
tragic news: 

“They've found Francis’ body.. 
Mr. Kent...perfectly horrible!” 

In the course of the hunt, Mr. Peacock re 
ported, two volunteer searchers, Thomas Benger, 
a farmer, and William Nutt, a shoemaker, had 
noticed a large, dark stain on the threshold of a 
little-used summer house. Within a few moments, 
they had lifted the small body out of its hiding 
place. Francis, still wearing his nightclothes, had 
been wrapped in a blanket from. his cot. 

Dr. Samuel Parsons, a local practitioner, de- 
clared that in his opinion death had occurred at 
least eight hours earlier—-between 1 and 2 a. m. 
Death had been. due to a knife or razor cut which 
had almost severed the child’s head from his body. 
Another cut had penetrated the left side, right 
through both. blanket and nightclothes. This 
latter circumstance indicated that a razor had 
been the weapon. 

Samuel Kent, having heard the news from Mr. 
‘Peacock, did not hasten back to Road Hill Hoyse, 
but continued into Trowbridge, accompanied by 
Mr. Peacock, and reported the tragedy to Police 
Superintendent Foley. 

“Do you have an opinion, Mr. Kent, as to who 
could have committed this crime?” Foley asked. 

The father shook his head, “No opinion at all.” 

“But surely the killer must have had a motive!” 

“No doubt,” Kent agreed. “It could have been 
an act of revenge.” 

“Revenge?” 

“Against me,” Kent explained grimly. 
may know, I have enemies.” 

Superintendent Foley accompanied them back 
to the scene, and launched his investigation of a 
crime without parallel in British history. 

No murder weapon could be identified. All 
the household knives were reported to be in 
their proper places. No marks of forcible entry 
could be detected on the drawing room door or 
window, nor was there any displacement of fur- 
niture. It appeared as though the intruder had 
been familiar with the layout of the house. 

Moreover, he—or she—had taken a circuitous 
route to the summer house, obviously to avoid 
arousing a large dog in the rear yard. The evi- 
dence indicated that Francis had been stabbed at 
the place 1 his body was recovered.

| OCAy bfticials refused to entertain the thought 
that a member of the Kent family could be the 
murderer and so nothing was done to substan- 


tlate such a theory. But the townspeople, al. 
ready hostile to the master of the house, launched 
and nurtured the suggestion that Samuel Kent 
had committed the crime. This was based on 
nothing of any substance whatever. 

For one thing, Kent had incurred the enmity 
of the villagers from the very beginning of his 
residence at Road Hill House. 

Natives occupying cottages bordering on the 
property had long been permitted to use a plot 
of the grounds. One of Kent’s first acts, after 
moving to his new home, was to erect a tall fence, 
to which he affixed signs, “No Trespassing.” 

Also, the villagers had been accustomed to fish 
in a small stream that flowed through the prop- 
erty. Kent said this would have to stop, threat- 
ened poachers with arrest, and actually prosecuted 
one man for a small offense. 

He had alienated both employer and employes 
of a local cloth factory. Having learned that 
youngsters employed there were under the legiti-

mate minimum age, he had turned them out. This . 


had annoyed the factory owner, since children 
could be hired cheaply, and had infuriated the 
townsfolk, who very much needed those wages, 


Thus it came about that the prejudiced towns- ' 


folk quickly circulated rumors that Kent himself 
had killed his child. One story had it that he’d 
wished to collect some insurance. Another “%n- 
sinuated that the crime had some connection with 
a liaison between Kent and Nursemaid Gough. 

No clews developed, but the Trowbridge magis: 
trates, after an inconclusive inquest. decided that 
Miss Gough knew more than she’d admitted and, 
therefore, ordered her detained. 

Then, on the 15th, a real pao arrived: 
Inspector Whicher.

Miss Gough released, stating his conviction that 
she had no part in the killing. As events were 
to prove, Whicher had other ideas as to the iden- 
tity of the guilty party, ideas based not upon 
prejudice but upon the common sense that had 
served him well in a brilliant career. 

He agreed with those who believed that the 
crime must have been perpetrated by a member 
of the household. The drawing room door and 
windows must have been opened from within. 
Moreover, the slayer had moved about the dark- 
ened house without disturbing a soul, despite the 
fact that the walls separating the rooms were 
but flimsy partitions. And there was also the 
matter of the dog. 

Inspector Whicher perused his collection of 
suspects——-servants, children, parents. He made 
discreet inquiries. Soon he hit upon something. 

He learned that Constance Kent, 16-year-old 
daughter by the first marriage, had formed an 
ffrational hatred for her stepmother. This hatred 
had been developing for years, ever since the 
death of her mother and the new marriage. The 
girl believed, Whicher deduced, that the former 
governess and housekeeper had committed a 
great wrong in taking over a place, and a love, 
that could belong to no one but her mother. 

The detective did not hear this stated in such 
significant terms, but that was the picture he 
drew in his own mind. He gathered the details 
of Constance’s reactions from several school- 
mates. He was also interested to learn that, four 
years before, she had cut her hair, donned boy’s 
clothes, and persuaded her younger brother Wil- 
liam to run away from home with her. 

William had been half-hearted about the ven- 
ture; Constance remained determined and un- 
repenting after their apprehension at Bath two 
days later. Just a childish escapade?, Inspector 
Whicher wondered. He thought it. might well fit 
into the picture of a resentful elder daughter who 
could not stand to live under the same roof with 
her “martyred” mother’s successor. 

“But this- sort of evidence is not enough,” 
Whicher told himself. “I need something more.” 

Then he learned the following facts: 

On the Monday after the murder—that is, on 
July 2—Sarah Cox, the housemaid, collected the 
household’s soiled linen. Among the stuff was 


one of Constance’s nightdresses. Sarah deposited 
the linen in a basket which she placed in the lum- 
ber room (a sort of store room) where it was to 
be called for that noon by the laundress, Mrs. 
Hester Holly. A list of all articles was made. 

The housemaid had not quite finished packing 
the basket when Constance came to the door and 
said, “Will you look in my slip pocket and see 
if I left my purse there?” Sarah looked in the 
basket and replied that it wasn’t there. Then 
Constance asked her to go down and get her a 
glass of water. Sarah did so. 

Presently Mrs. Holly and a daughter, Martha, 
called and got the wash. On reaching her own 
home, she checked the list and discovered that 
there were but two nightgowns in the bundle, 
where there were supposed to be three. 


(VET ANCES nightgown had disappeared. 

“I know I put it in the basket,” said Sarah. 

“I didn’t see it,’”’ Mrs. Holly asserted. She was 
positive the garment never reached her home. 

But the Kent family, including Constance, had 
declared that the nightdress most certainly must 
have been lost or misplaced by the laundress. 

Inspector Whicher did not think it had been 
lost. In the face of official opposition in Trow- 
bridge, and public disapproval everywhere, he 
caused Constance Kent to be arrested on July 20 
and placed in jail. Seven days later, much to his 
chagrin, the Trowbridge magistrates exonerated 
her after a brief hearing, and she went free. The 
testimony of the schoolmates had not seemed to 
mean much, and a defense attorney ripped the 
nightgown story to bits. 

Whicher returned to London through a tempest 
of criticism. He was accused by press and public 
of having persecuted a perfectly innocent young 
girl. Within a few weeks, he resigned. 

But he did not deviate from his conviction that 
Constance, and no one else, had committed the 
crime. In November of that same year he wrote 
a friend, “In my opinion, if there ever was a 
man to be pitied...that man is Mr. Kent. It is 
bad enough to have his darling child cruelly mur- 
dered, but to be branded as the murderer is far 
worse, and, according to the present state of 
public opinion, he will -be so branded until the 
day of his death unless a confession is made by 
the person I firmly believe committed the deed. 
I have little doubt that the confession would 
have been made if Miss Constance had been 
remanded for another week.” 

That the father believed his child the killer 
was indicated by the fact that she lived under 
the same roof with him for only a brief while 
after gaining her liberty. First she was sent to 
a convent in France, then, in 1863, she returned to 
England to become a paying guest at St. Mary’s 
Home, in Brighton. Meanwhile, her character 
had changed greatly—-she had become. subdued, 
amenable, and apparently deeply religious. 

During Holy Week in 1865, an extraordinary 
thing happened—-one might almost say a miracle. 

Constance Kent confessed. 

She sobbed out her guilt to the Rev. Arthur 
Wagner, spiritual director of the home. She 
assured him that, in the hope of saving her soul, 
and to clear the names of others who were still 
suspected, she wéshed to make public acknowl- 
edgment and atonement. The priest agreed. 


CCORMENGLY, she surrendered on April 25 

and de a statement admitting that she had 
deliberatel# murdered her half-brother to avenge 
herself ag&mst her stepmother. She felt, she said, 
that she must have been “possessed of the Devil” 
to have taken the life of a child against whom 
she bore no animosity whatever. 

The reopened case culminated on July 21, 1865, 
in a sentence of death which was immediately 
commuted to life. She was released 20 years later 
and entered a religious institution. Nothing more 
is known of her. 

As for the missing nightdress: 

» Back in her room after the murder, she had 
found two telltale spots on it. She had scrubbed 
it and dried it, but fearing later that some clever 
sleuth would discern the traces of her guilt, she 
had decided to destroy it. On Monday, having seen 
it registered on the laundry list, she had retrieved 
it while Sarah Cox fetched her a glass of water, 
and at the first opportunity had reduced it to 
unidentifiable ashes.

how troublesome hard water 
can be, especially on wash 
day. Clothes come out of the 
tub gray and dingy because 
curds are formed when 
the mineral salts, in hard 
water unite with soap.

Another solution to the 
hard water problem is to in- 
stall a water softening sys- 
tem. Before investing in 
such a system, be sure to 
have an analysis made of 
your water to determine 
how much hardness is pres-

and the water hardness. 


Rusty Water NG 


HILE most people deal 

with hard water, cer- 
tain minerals and acids Can 
also spoil soft water. Scale 
or corrosion can occur either 
in hard or soft water, al- 
though they are usually 
found in the former. So- 
called “red water,” which is 
unpleasant for drinking, 
cooking, or washing, and 
which stains fabrics, may be 
caused by dissolved iron in 
the water or corrosion in 
the plumbing. 


Acid Water 


CID water may be de- 

caying your equipment, 
You can detect this condi- 
tion by looking for the fol- 
lowing symptoms: 

l. Rusty-looking water 
and red stains on sinks and 
tubs. 

2. Ugly brown stains 
home laundered fabrics. 

3. Poor flow of water 
from faucets. 

4. Greenish or bluish 
stains on enamel sinks and 
tubs. 

>». Bluish cast to water 
when soap is added. 

6. Specks of sediment in 
water. 

7. Metallic taste. 

You can control rusty 
water, lime-scale, and cor- 
rosion by-installing a water 
neutralizer of the tank type, 
or by installing a smaller 
fixture or feeder on the 
water inlet to your home.
